TF His day the' Evrd Mator, Comrtof Al- 
dermien and Comtnon-Comcit being 
met at Guild- Hall, information was gi- 

ven to the Court, that there were two Gen- 
th:men ar che door with a Leiter from Ge- 
neral Monck; after forte debite whether the 
Gentlemen ſhould be called into the Court 
to deliver the fame, it was voted (not a- 
bove 9 of t6.of 200 then preſent diſtcating) 
tharthey ſhould, xccordifigly they were cal. 
- Iedinanddelivercd the ſaid Letter, afi:m. 
ing that it eame from General Mock, and 
chat-it- was fealed with his own Coar of 
Attnes , which wis publickly read and 
very well reſented, and after the reading 
thereof, one or two of the Court —_ 
ing thar ſince the L:t:er was written, there 
was an agreement made by General Moncks 
Conc: arid th: Officers of the
